ibundancc. Mr. Letcher and A. Hall, 
also of Fresno, have closed the contract 
vith the Fresno Canal & Irrigation 
Company by which the people on the 
lorth side of the Ban Joaquin river are- 
xj have delivered upon their lands all 
lie water necessary to make Madeni 
county blossom like the rose. 


The contract has been executed and 


lelivered by which 500 cubic feet of 
water will be delivercd^on this Bide of 
-lie river and distributed "over the coun- 
try. 


The water will bo conveyed across the 


San Joiupuin river by means of an im- 
nense flume of suflicient capacity to ac- 
commodate the volume of water men- 
.ioned. There can bo no doubt now 
jut that water for irrigation is assured. 


Mr. Leteher also stilted that the sur- 


veyors will have completed thyir work 
within n very few days, and that imme- 
diately thereafter contracts will be cu- 
,crcd into with the land owners desiring 
water for tho furnishing thereof. Tins 
will be the means of placing the young 
county of Madera in a position to

Home of Hiceo arc really curios, and

The 
queerest lot, however, is with regard lo 
town lots in Sliclbyville. The investor 
almost invariably sends a deed with a 
request that the recorder notify him of 
the value of the lot, the name of the 
best paper published there, the leading 
hotel and whether it hasmiilicient water 
power to run an overshot sawmill. Here 
is a sample, dated from Astoria, Or., 
dated in May last: 
"Dear Sir.—Enclosed find deed for

"If you can do so without too much 


trouble pleaso send me a plat of Shclby- 
villc and tell me where it is located, 
what direction and how far from Fresno. 


"The last time I was in Fresno city I 


went there in the steamboat Tulare, 
drawing live and one-half feet of water, 
and came up alongside of the only house 
there waa in that whole country at that 
lime. 
"We made the boat fast by running the 


line iu one window and out another 
around the comer of the lioueq. The 
owner was standing at a desk inside, up 
to bis middle in water. He had lite bogs 
rafted on the bedsteads inside the house 
and his family was in tho second story. 


"We took tho wholu outfit nwuy. There 


was no land in eight nearer than the 
foothills. 1 would not have given six 
bits for the whole country. Now I own 
a lot in Shelbyvillc." 


Tho writer need not grow unduly 


hilarious about bis large holding in Shel- 
byvillc. Lots in that town are like «oro 
teeth—the fewer you have the butler 
you arc off. 
At present these lots aro 


mainly utilized to hold the country to 
gother and to hold a road up. 


There will be no great rush of business 


there until thu market price of "alkali 
improves vastly. There is no question 
of the quality of tho alkali out there.

The countrv teacher*, seeing that the 


principal schools of the county would 
not join in the undertaking, bccamedis- 
couraged and I did not press the matter 
further.
